Exerting in vain our tired brain 
for something of interest for this 
column this week, w e turned to 
the exchanges for an inspiration, 
and came upon an article in the 
Fallbrook Enterprise written by 
the editor of that sheet, Walter 
Barkow. who had just returned 
from Stun Quentin. He and Mrs. 
Barkow had been the guests of 
Warden Court Smith, and inci­ 
dentally. the latter was the first 
woman who had ever been per­ 
mitted inside the prison walls to 
eat at the guards' mess table. The 
Fallbrook scribe was impressed 
w ith the warden's desire for pris­ 
on farms. After seeing the thous­ 
ands of prisoners at work in the 
world's largest and most crowded 
penal institution, he was convinc­ 
ed that the warden has a com­ 
mendable plan to segregate pris­ 
oners of various types and ages 
on prison farms where their atti­ 
tudes might be changed in a more 
wholesom e 
environment 
before 
they are released to m ingle again 
with society. Said he: "Warden 
Court Smith wants a series of 
prison farms, where prisoners can 
b e segregated, and judging from 
the way he emphasised this point, 
I believe he will eventually have 
his wish granted. Coming from a 
sincere man who has been engag­ 
ed in the work of attempting to 
reform prisoners all his life, and 
hearing him explain the 
many 
reasons for wanting this type of 
prison reform, I could not but 
help wishing with him that his 
plans fully materialize." 
Personally, we have long been 
opposed to making prisons more 
attractive, 
because 
loo 
many 
criminals have felt that the worst 
that could happen to 
them, 
if 
caught, would be the good meals, 
comfortable beds and easy work 
in a California penitentiary. How­ 
ever, since the average age of the 
prisoners in San Quentin is about 
24, most of them being first tim ­ 
ers between the ages of 20 and 
26 (so w e have been told), work 
in the fields and schools, a w a y 
from the influence of the harden­ 
ed criminals, in such institutions 
as the new penitentiary for first- 
timers now being built at Chino 
is probably the best procedure to 
rehabilitate the misguided youths, 
and incidentally would save the 
taxpayers the expense of support­ 
ing them indefinitely.

IN THIS AREA LEADS TO 
BELIEF CRUDE OIL HERE

In this series of articles, six in 
num ber of which this is the first 
the object is to present to the 
readers of this new spaper, the sci­ 
entific finds w hich have 
been 
made 
in

Springs, W hitew ater, Beaumont, 
Cabazon and other areas of this 
part of Riverside county, and to 
detail such finds of fossil rem ains 
of long extinct m arine, plant and 
anim al 
life, w hich 
have been 
made, and to classify these finds 
according to the geologic period 
w ith w hich they w ere contem por­ 
aneous. Most of the discoveries, 
however, have been m ade in con­ 
nection w ith searches for oil and 
gas bearing strata, such as C02, 
Carbon dioxide gas from which 
dry ice is made, and therefore, 
the w riter will devote a great deal 
of space to oil and gas proper.

PALM SPRINGS CANYON 
BELIEVED TO HAVE OIL 
"TRAPS" IN ITS FORMATIONS 


D uring the past three months, 
field petroleum geologists 
have 
studied m inutely, the 
outcrop­ 
pings of rocks, sedim ents and 
general form ations which com ­ 
pose canyons in this area. 
It is 
noted, 
th at sim ilar 
form ations 
m ake up the Puente Hills near 
M ontebello and W hittier, w here 
large 
com m ercial 
recovery 
of 
crude oil is being received daily 
from scores of producing oil wells. 
It is believed on the basis of dis­ 
coveries made, structural condi­ 
tions contem peraneous with t h e 
structure of the Puente Hills are 
alm ost identical. If this be so, and 
there is every reason to believe 
th at it is, then comm ercial re­ 
covery of crude oil m ight well be 
expected under proper drilling 
operations. 
B etw een 
Banning 
and San Jacinto the Santa Rosa 
form ations, furnish the same evi­ 
dence, so sum m ing up the find­ 
ings w hich have been made, it 
is not unlikely, th at m ajor o i l 
companies, who now have scouts 
in this part of Riverside county, 
will select acreage for test well 
drilling. This is the inform ation 
now going around in Los Angeles 
petroleum circles. 


FOSSIL REMAINS FOUND 


As w ill be discussed in other 
articles of this series, crude oil is 
believed to have evolved from 
decayed 
m arine 
and 
m arine- 
vegetable m atter w hich inhabited 
ancient inland seas, one of which 
covered most of R iverside county 
in prehistoric Cenozoic geologic 
times, m illions of years before 
the advent of Man. Fossil rem ains 
of sea shells, crinoids, amm onites, 
cephalopods, gastropods and other 
Mollusca “shell life” have been 
found throughout the 
Banning- 
Palm 
Springs-W hitew ater 
and 
Palm Canyon areas. These finds 
tell to petroleum geologists and 
to paleontologists, th at the forms 
of life from which crude oil m ay 
have evolved, existed here in p re­ 
historic geologic times. The very 
finding of these fossil rem ains, to ­ 
gether w ith the comparison of 
structures of the oil 
producing 
Puente Hills and Santa Rosa for­ 
mations, 
will 
have 
a 
m o s t 
influencing 
effect 
in 
d rill­ 
ing 
for 
oil 
in 
the 
near 
future. Seism ograph w ork is also 
being planned for this part of 
R iverside county. This is neces­ 
sary, in order th at the 
correct 
crest trend of such structures as 
anticlines, synclines and d o m e s 
w hich conceal oil in their strata 
folds, m ay be determ ined. On the 
basis of these 
calculations, 
oil 
com panies 
will 
select 
drilling 
sites, for test w ell drilling. 
The geologic past is well in ­ 
scribed 
in 
the 
B anning-Beau- 
m ont-Palm 
Springs-W hitew ater- 
Palm Canyon areas, and in the 
next article, this record will be 
revealed in non-technical terms.

A marvelous sight to behold, 
w heat—rolling 
hills 
of

for 
miles, all wheat. 
Through that 
part of the country there 
are 
m any Federal farms doing w on­ 
derful w ork on soil erosion and, 
of 
course, 
experim ental

w ith dozens of varieties of wheat. 
C attle come into their own here, 
also.

The Palm Springs figures 
were reported to the C ham ber of 
Commerce W ednesday by 
long 
distance telephone. 
MANY NOT COUNTED 
Many residents of Palm Springs 
now claim th at they w ere 
not 
counted. In the police department 
alone several officers assert that 
they w ere never approached by 
the census enum erator. On the 
reservation particularly it seem s 
that m any m ust not have beet» 
counted, according to villagers. 
It 
is 
im portant 
th at 
Palm 
Springs be given credit for all its 
inhabitants, and that its popula­ 
tion be as large as possible. State 
gas tax funds are distributed on 
the basis of population—the big­ 
ger the population the m ore gas 
tax funds a city receives.

THE THIRD TERM 


Here’s what two great Americans had to 
say about the much-discussed “third term ” is­ 
sue. 
When George Washington approached the 
end of his second term, and w as being urged 
to continue in office, he said: 
“ It appears to me proper, especially as it 
may conduce to a more distinct expression of 
the public voice, that I should now apprise you 
of the resolution I have formed to DECLINE 
being considered among the number of those 
out of whom a choice is to be made.”

Pointing tow ard the completion 
of the world's largest aqueduct 
and of one of the greatest con­ 
struction jobs in the history of 
the W est, the board of directors 
of the M etropolitan W ater Dis­ 
trict last week aw arded the last 
m ajor 
contracts 
in 
connection 
w ith the building of the g i a n t 
M etropolitan aqueduct. 
Scheduled to be com pleted in 
the early part of 1941, the con­ 
tracts aw arded w ere for the con­ 
struction of 28 miles of pipe lines 
which w ill deliver Colorado R iver 
w ater to the O range county cit­ 
ies of Anaheim, 
Fullerton 
and 
Santa Ana. 
The 
A m erican 
Concrete 
and 
Steel Pipe Company of Los A n­ 
geles was aw arded a contract for 
the construction of 19 miles of 
precast concrete pipe line a t a 
bid price of $997,399.75. 
At the 
same tim e a contract w as aw ard­ 
ed to the 
Macco 
Construction 
Company of C learw ater for $676,­ 
720.00, for the construction of 9 
miles o f steel pipe line. 
K now n as the O range County 
Feeder of the D istribution System 
of the M etropolitan Aqueduct, the 
28-m ile pipe line w ill run south 
from a point near La Verne to 
the city of Santa Ana and will 
pass through the cities of Fuller 
ton and Anaheim. It w ill be con 
nected to the aqueduct distribu 
tion system a t the point w here 
the M etropolitan W ater D istrict 
is now building a large w ater 
softening and filtration plant to 
soften and filter all Colorado R iv­ 
er w ater used for domestic and 
industrial purposes in the 13 cit­ 
ies of the w ater district. 
The 
action 
of 
the 
district's 
board 
of 
directors 
practically 
com pleted the aw arding of con­ 
tracts for the construction of the 
392-m ile M etropolitan Aqueduct, 
which stretches clear across 
the 
state of California and which will 
eventually bring a billion gallons 
of w ater a day from the distant 
Colorado 
river to Los Angeles 
and tw elve other cities on the 
coastal plain of Southern C alifor­ 
nia. 
All bu t 50 miles of these pipe 
lines have already been com plet­ 
ed. Recently the w ater 
district 
aw arded contracts for distribut­ 
ing lines to deliver w ater to the 
cities of Glendale, B urbank, B ev­ 
erly Hills, and Santa Monica in 
the northern section of the M et­ 
ropolitan W ater D istrict area. 
Work now under 
construction 
includes the ultra m odern w ater 
softening and filtration plant near 
LaVerne, which is now approxi­ 
m ately 60 per cent 
completed. 
N ationally 
recognized 
w ater 
authorities have stated that the 
w ater turned out of this plant w ill 
be of a quality superior to the a v ­ 
erage w ater now being used for 
domestic and industrial purposes 
in Southern California. 
Engineering w ork on the Colo­ 
rado R iver aqueduct has been u n ­ 
der w ay continuously since 1923, 
and actual construction w ork on 
the giant project has been under 
way since December, 1932. Since 
that tim e more than 35,000 people 
have been directly employed on 
the aqueduct construction work. 
C ontracts aw arded

well as w ork now under construc­ 
tion, are expected to be com plet­ 
ed and the entire aqueduct sys­ 
tem ready for 
operation in the 
early p a rt of next year.

Patriotism Still 


Much in Evidence 


Among the hundreds of young 
men who are now answering the 
call of the Marine Corps, which 
is adding 9,000 more men to its 
ranks, it has been demonstrated 
that patriotism is still very much 
in evidence. 
"Men enlist for every reason 
under the sun, and we are not 
always able to determine w h y 
some of them prefer the Marine 
Corps,” says Sergeant Orville C. 
Lambert, who interviews many 
applicants for enlistment at Room 
214-B, Postoffice Building. 5th 
and D streets, San Bernardino. 
"For anyone to state that love 
of country is the main reason for 
enlisting in peace time would be 
stretching the truth to the limit. 
Lacking a fanfare of trumpets and 
the stimulus of a grave national 
emergency, men are more likely 
to enlist for economic or other 
reasons. 
"Regulations require that we 
investigate every man who ap­ 
plies for enlistment and, of 
course, we arc principally con­ 
cerned with his physical and 
mental status as well as his edu­ 
cational and moral background. 
"We do not probe very deeply 
into the applicant’s views on 
patriotism, each recruit being re­ 
quired to swear allegiance to the 
country at the time of his enlist­ 
ment. In the course of our exam­ 
ination, however, more and more 
applicants are revealing a devo­ 
tion to their country that is by 
no means inspired by questioning 
on our part."

Delegate Reports 


To Indians 


Several hundred California In­ 
dians representing central Cali­ 
fornia tribes from Tejon reserva­ 
tion south of Bakersfield, Tache 
reservation near Hanford, Del 
Piedra, Sanger, North Fork, Ma­ 
dera. Fresno, Yosemite and other 
intermediate points met in con­ 
ference at Table Mountain reser­ 
vation, just east of Friant, July 4, 
according 
to Thomas Largo, 
sachem for California Indian 
Rights Association. They were 
addressed by their Indian dele­ 
gate, who has just recently re­ 
turned from Washington, D. C., 
Stella Von Bulow. She reported 
that all groups and association^ of 
Indians in the state had been 
agreed upon a basis of recovery 
for the Indians for broken treat­ 
ies, for the past four years, but 
that action on a bill embodying 
the basic formula agreed upon 
had been delayed and buffeted 
about from session to session by 
the influence of politicians, rack­ 
eteers and attorneys who were 
trying to force the employment 
of private attorneys onto the In 
dians. 
She emphasized the fact that 
the state of California has author­ 
ized the attorney general. Honor­ 
able Earl Warren, to conduct liti­ 
gation in the Court of Claims for 
them without expense to the In 
dians; that Attorney General 
Warren has already two deputies 
working on the case in behalf of 
the Indians to the satisfaction of 
Indians acquainted with the sit­ 
uation; that employment of pri 
vate attorneys would take at least 
$1,000,000 from their prospective 
recovery and result in confusion 
and unnecessary delay, as it is 
proposed to employ 25 or 30 pri 
vate attorneys representing va­ 
rious groups of Indians through­ 
out the state, while the attorney 
general’s office is working in an 
impartial manner for all groups 
and tribes of the state. She ad­ 
vised them to retain the attorney 
general on the job. 
She said there is proof that 
some of those working in behalf 
of private attorneys have had ar­ 
rangements with attorneys to 
split fees with them and that one 
has collected moré than $180,000 
from the Indians in 14 years. The 
present proposed recovery will 
approximate 18 million dollars 
for 23,000 California Indians. 
The report will be of interest 
to Indian leaders on the Agua 
Caliente and other nearby reser­ 
vations.

Defense Battalion 


Aim of Marines 
Expansion of the Marine Corps 
to a strength greater than it has 
been since the days of the last 
World War is now under way, 
and when an additional 9.000 men 
have been recruited the Corps 
will have a sizeable force of 34.­ 
000 men. 
This is more than half the max­ 
imum enlisted strength of the Ma­ 
rine Corps which, just before the 
signing of the Armistice in 1918, 
numbered 63,714. More promo­ 
tions and a great increase in the 
strength of the Fleet Marine 
Force will be the result, accord­ 
ing to Sergeant Orville C. Lam­ 
bert, in charge of recruiting for 
the Corps at Room 214-B, Post 
Office, 5th and D Streets, S a n 
Bernardino, California. 
For years the Fleet M a r i n e 
Force, a special division within 
the Corps, has been taking part 
in maneuvers with the Navy. Is­ 
lands in the Caribbean or th e 
Pacific furnished the practice 
grounds for the establishing of 
advanced bases, and gave the sea 
soldiers some excellent training 
in landing and other exercises 
Some real adventures were ex­ 
perienced by the sea soldiers dur­ 
ing these maneuvers, and they 
often encountered conditions they 
would be likely to meet under 
real campaign conditions. Often 
there was a shortage of troops. 
Other duties of the Corps, such as 
guarding naval stations abroad, 
furnishing military detachments 
for battleships and similar duties 
drew heavily on the available 
personnel of the Corps. 
When the new strength is 
achieved it is proposed to organ­ 
ize several defense battalions, 
mainly to augment the F l e e t 
Marine Forces on the East or West 
coasts or at locations which may 
best serve the military needs of 
the nation. 
The Fleet Marine Force com­ 
prises virtually all military units, 
including rifle, engineer, chem­ 
ical, signal, tank, motor transport 
and the necessary service compa­ 
nies. New defense battalions will 
be capable of an all-around de­ 
fense short of a major fleet ef­ 
fort, it is said, and will add con­ 
siderable strength to the original 
force.

city is 2,753, was published in 
most of the newspapers in River­ 
side county; it is therefore neces­ 
sary to attempt to correct these 
figures. 
“The fact that the county clerk 
based his estimate on the regis­ 
tered voters in Palm Springs is 
an obvious factor in disqualifying 
this figure. This is not a sound 
basis for computing the popula­ 
tion of a resort town, especially 
Palm Springs, where many ‘resi­ 
dents’ are here for only a certain 
number of months out of the en­ 
tire year and are not registered 
as voters in Palm Springs. 
“Mr. Pcquegnat states that the 
estimate is arrived at by setting 
the population at 2.5 times the 
registered voter total, which sys­ 
tem is said to be generally rec- 
cognized as highly accurate. 
“This newspaper has attempted 
to estimate the population by tak­ 
ing into consideration the local 
school enrollment, the number of 
water meters in action and the 
number of active electric meters 
in Palm Springs. 
“The total number of school 
children enrolled in local schools 
is 619. This includes pupils in the 
Palm Springs high school, the 
grammar school, and students in 
several private schools, including 
La Clase, Smoke Tree and Deep 
Well schools. In surveys of this 
sort, the ratio of 5% to 1 is used 
in computing population. Six hun­ 
dred and nineteen multiplied by 
5 V¿ equals 3,404*4. 
“Taking the total number of ac­ 
tive water meters in operation in 
Palm Springs, which is 1310, and 
using a ratio of 314 to 1, we ob­ 
tain the figure of 4,585. 
“The conservative figure of 3*4 
has been taken in estimating the 
population from the water meters, 
for in hotels, apartment houses 
and courts, the water is usually 
on one meter, and in this way a 
much larger number than this es­ 
timate is served by such meters. 
In the larger hotels the number 
of guests is so much greater than 
this ratio that we must take into 
consideration 
several hundred 
more people than will be comput­ 
ed in the ratio of 314 to 1. 
“On February 1 there were ap­ 
proximately 2,005 electric meters 
in operation. Here again we find 
the same situation of many people 
being served on one meter in 
apartment houses, hotels and 
courts. 
Chamber of Commerce 
and other amateur statisticians 
have used the ratio of 3 to 1 in 
estimating population from elec­ 
tric meters. On this basis, Palm 
Springs would have 8,020 popu­ 
lation if there were not the con­ 
sideration of hotels, apartment 
houses and courts. 
“By adding 3,404. 4585 and 8,020 
and dividing by three, the figure 
of 5,336 is secured. This is the 
number this newspaper believes 
is the closest estimate which can 
be obtained for the population of 
Palm Spring. 
‘In addition to this, it is be­ 
lieved at least 2,000 transients 
are residing here.”

May Now Buy 


5-Acre Tracts 


From U. S. 


Federal 
regulations 
under 
w hich any A m erican citizen 
is 
eligible to make application for 
the purchase or lease of a five 
acre tract of unreserved public 
land, w ere m ade public by the 
U. S. Land office during the past 
week. A pplications will not be 
received by the U. S. Land offices 
until after July 27, however. 
Full tex t of the Five-Acre Tract 
law is printed in the August num ­ 
ber of the Desert Magazine. B rief­ 
ly sum marized, the 
regulations 
specify th at the land may be used 
for cabin o r homesites, recreation, 
health, convalescent or business 
purposes. W ith the exception of 
business sites, the tracts are not 
intended as a source of livelihood, 
however. 
The land may either be pur­ 
chased, or leased for a period not 
exceeding five years. 
The 
de­ 
partm ent of interior favors leases 
rather than sales at the present 
time. 
This enactm ent differs from the 
long established hom estead and 
desert entry acts in that it re­ 
quires neither continuous 
resi­ 
dence on th e land nor a fixed ex­ 
penditure for im provem ents. 
In the case of unsurveyed lands, 
it w ill be necessary for the appli­ 
cant to reim burse the governm ent 
for the cost of surveys. 
T he m inim um sale price 
is 
$1.25 an acre. The annual rental 
rate is left to the discretion of the 
secretary o f interior. 
A pplications m ay be made only 
by A m erican citizens, and only 
one five-acre tract w ill be allotted 
to each applicant. 
Unless there are valid reasons 
for the lease or sale of irregular 
tracts, the five-acre plots w ill be 
330 by 660 feet. The occupant is 
undeT no obligation to develop 
w ater, nor is the federal govern­ 
m ent under any 
obligation 
to 
supply w ater. It w ill rem ain for 
each applicant to w ork out the 
solution of his w ater problem in 
a satisfactory m anner. 
A pplication blanks m ay be ob­ 
tained from the various U. S. 
Land offices.

Farmers $71,010 


Farm ers in Riverside c o u n t y 
will save about $71,010 a y ear as 
a result of legislation just enact­ 
ed by Congress affecting interest 
rates on Federal land bank and 
Land Bank Commissioner loans. 
The tem porary rate o f 
per­ 
cent on first m ortgage land bank 
loans will be continued for two 
years ending June 30, 1942. D ur­ 
ing this period the interest rate 
on first and second 
m ortgage 
Land Bank Commissioner loans 
will be reduced from 4 to 3V-> p er­ 
cent. Land bank and Comm ission­ 
er loans were originally w ritten 
at contract rates averaging about 
5 percent. 
A t present about 794 R iverside 
county farm ers have land bank 
and 
Commissioner 
loans 
ou t­ 
standing aggregating $4,734,000. 
The difference betw een the con­ 
tract rate and the tem porary rate 
thus effects a substantial saving 
for farmers.
